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1 . MRS. MARCOS' VISIT TO WASHINGTON HAD ITS UPS AND DOWNS, 
BUT MORE OF THE LATTER THAN THE FORMER. SHE WAS TREATED 
VERY ROUGHLY DURING HER APPEARANCE BEFORE THE GROUP OF 
CONGRESSMEN THAT SHE SAW. SINCE SHE CHOSE TO TAKE ON HER 
STRONGEST ADVERSARIES, STARTING WITH THE DRAFTERS OF THE 
LETTER TO MARCOS LAST MAY, SHE SHOULD HAVE GOTTEN SOME 
CREDIT FOR COURAGE, BUT THIS, IT TURNED OUT, CAME ONLY 
FROM THREE MEMBERS-WRIGHT, ZABLOCKI, AND WOLFF. THE 
OTHERS GAVE HER QUITE A ROUGH TIME, AND WHEN I MET HER THE 
NEXT DAY, SHE SAID THAT IT WAS THE MOST DIFFICULT MEETING 
SHE HAD EVER HAD. WOLFF SAID THAT SHE ACTUALLY WAS IN 
TEARS AT ONE POINT. SOME MEMBERS OF CONGRESS FELT THAT 
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IT WAS USEFUL FOR HER TO HEAR FIRST HAND THEIR CONCERNS; 
BUT SHE SEEMED SHAKEN IN A WAY WHICH I DO NOT THINK WILL 
ULTIMATELY PROVE TO BE PRODUCTIVE. IN DEFENDING HER 
GOVERNMENT MRS. MARCOS PUT HEAVY STRESS ON THE ALLEGED 
COMMUNIST AFFILIATIONS OF THE PEOPLE WHOSE NAMES WERE 
BEING RAISED BY THE MEMBERS OF CONOR ESS-FSPECT AT I ,Y 
MRS. HERRERA AND MRS. PLANAS. I AM TOLD IT WAS NOT A 
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CONVINCING PERFORMANCE. 

6. I HAVE NOT MADE A MEMCON OF THIS MEETING BEYOND WHAT 
IS IN THIS CABLE. YOU SHOULD BE AWARE OF THESE MATTERS, 

BUT I DO NOT SEE ANY VALUE IN DISSEMINATING THEM WIDELY. 
NONE OF THESE VIEWS ARE NEW AND THEY TEND TO BE VERY 
PERSONAL, BUT YOU SHOULD BE AWARE OF WHAT HAPPENED IN 
WASHINGTON AS YOU PROCEED IN MANILA. I SUSPECT THAT WE 
WILL BE HEARING MORE. I WOULD STRESS THAT SHE CHOSE A 
HOSTILE GROUP, AND APPARENTLY HANDLED HERSELF UNEVENLY. 
THIS MAY FUEL THE VERY FIRES IN CONGRESS SHE THOUGHT SHE 
MIGHT BANK BY TAKING THEM ON FRONTALLY. IN ANY CASE, I 
AM SURE SHE WILL CONCLUDE THAT THINGS HAVE CHANGED IN 
THE CONGRESS AND THE UNITED STATES, BUT I AM FAR LESS 
CONFIDENT THAT SHE WILL DRAW THE PROPER CONCLUSIONS. 

THERE WAS A SAD, ALMOST TRAGIC QUALITY TO HER PERFORMANCE, 
AND IF, AS REPORTED, SHE IS INCREASING HER ROLE AND 
INFLUENCE IN THE AFFAIRS OF THE PHILIPPINES, IT CAN ONLY 
LEAD TO MORE DIFFICULT TIMES AHEAD. INCIDENTALLY, I 
WAS STRUCK AGAIN BY THE EXTREME INEPTNESS OF THE PEOPLE 
AROUND HER, WHO SEEM INCAPABLE OF EVEN PUTTING TOGETHER 
A SIMPLE SCHEDULE OR GETTING A MESSAGE RIGHT.
